Liberality In Murder Cases
For a number of years the law of this

State has been growing more and more lberal toward persons accused of the crime
murder in tho first degree

The first step was tho adoption of that
provision in the Code of Criminal Procedure
which makes the simple taking of an appeal-
to tile Court of Appeals operate as a stay of-

proeedlngsso that tile convicted defendant
cannot be executed until the judgment
against him has been affirmed by the highest
court in the State

Another notable change occurred in 1800
It has long been the custom for the courtto assign counsel tdefend poor prisoners
who have no means to pay for legal services
Lawyers thus assigned have acted without
compensation In 180 however the Leg-
islature
